pieces of 


baggage have been stolen in this way. 
The traveler, whose experience in the 
depot in this city nearly cost him the 
loss of a trunk worth SJO.OOO. had been 
pursued for the preceding two months 
by the thief whose cleverness was only 
by chance discovered. The hitter was: 
a'meniber of the notorious " Houston 
street gang," which has graduated 
some of the boldest robbers and des- 
peradoes in the country. Ho was a fel- 
low of the most genteel address and 
pleasantest manner. On a previous trip 
west of Albany, .the stranger scraped 
an acquaintance with the traveler for 
the New York house, claiming to repre- 
sent a firm in Boston, whose name was 
perfectly well known. 
Suspicious of 


all strangers, no matter what their ex- 
ternal display might be, the jewelry 
agent was happily chaiy of his con- 
fidence. He, nowevcr, accepted an in- 
vitation to smoke in the car provided 
for that purpose several cars ahead. 
Having chatted quietly for some time, 
the stranger stood up, and, crossing the 
aisle, endeavored to turn over or double 
one of the seats in order to provide a 
place on which to stretch out his legs. 
The usual difficulty with the lock pro- 
vented.

his check a moment. 
He wanted to 


slip it down upon the catch in order to 
throw it out of place. 
Ho had seen flic 


seats unlocked in that way. The agent 
declined to allow his check to go out of 
his possession, a refusal which angered 
the stranger. 
Tho agent, getting up, 


said:" You have got tho wrong pig by the 
ear. It will be a cold day when you 
get my check.1' 


He then quit tho car. The thief 


would have exchanged chocks under 
the pretense of using it to unlock the 
seat. The ruse is a clever one. It has 
been operated successfully in several 
cases in the West. Not one person in 
one hundred ever notices the number of 
his check.—Albany Evening Journal.

The Weight of Draft-Horses. 


We observe a very timely discussion 


o-oirig on in some of our exchanges in 
reo-ard to the weight and strength of 
draft-horses. 
There are many people 


•who think that as long as there is 
weight there must'be'Strength. If it is 
comprised in a large, strong frame, 
there is of course strength if the horse 
is in a healthy condition. But fat does 
not give . strength. 
Many pounds of 


wci"ht'can be added by adding fat, but 
no strength is added. We have .fre- 
quently said that fat does not belong to 
tho horse.- Yet some men feed to fat- 
ten a horse almost as they would to fat- 
ton a hog. 
While a horse should be in 


"good condition," he should not be 
weighted down with a great load of 
fatty matter. Excessive fat, it should 
be remembered, is really a disease, 
whether in a hog, a horse or a human 
being: and feeding a horse to keep up 
excessive fat, is simply feeding him to 
perpetuate a disease, and one, too, that 
.is weakening to the constitution and an 
impairment of vitality. Let this go on 
long enough and the animal will bo 
permanently injured, and if a mare 
used for breeding purposes, will pro- 
duce offspring that will make the old 
.proverb that every generation grows 
'weaker and wiser, true in regard to tho 
weakness al least. 


This idea of making mountains of 


ilesh out of our animals, horses as well 
as .hogs and cattle, has been productive 
of :i vast deal of injury. 
We have no. 


doubt at all that much of tho disease 
among our animals has been the result 
of breeding from show animals, that 
are always so fat that they can scarcely 
•wallow. They please the eyewliichtoo 
often demands gratification at the ex- 
pense of the judgment. 
When we get 


ircatly to fatten an animal for the mar- 
Ike U that is tho time to lay on fat, and 
'until that time the object of judicious 
breeding is to keep the animal's.frame 
growing. But as wo do not fatten our 
horses for market, there is no time in 
their lives when they should be allowed 
to get wallowing fat. 


In feeding horses tho object should bo 


to feed such food aswillfurEishnourish- 
mcnt to tho bone and muscle. 
When 


an athlete is in training for difficult 
feats of strength he aims at the develop- 
ment of muscle. He does not cat the 
fat-making foods, but those that will 
give strength to his limbs. 
The horse 


needs just such treatment, and unless 
this is given, the horse may be as fat as 
a hog, and still be starved.—Western 
Sural.

profitable farming I find to bo the diffi- 
culty of procuring reliable farm help 
during the season of pressing work. 
For two years, farm labor has been 
scarce in this valley, and oftentimes 
farmers have been taxed to their utmost 
to get work done well and in season. 
The coming -summer offers no improve- 
ment; there are indications that good 
help will bo more difficult to find than 
last year. It is a common mistake to 
endeavor to^economizo by hiring cheap 
labor in preference to good, but high- 
priced bands. The higtt-prioed man is 
not always tho best laborer; yet a low- 
priced hand is rarely a cheap one. I 
would much rather pay a man, twenty 
dollars per month than fifteen dollars, 
if I knew that the amount and quality 
of the labor performed would corre- 
spond with the wages paid. Usually at 
this season of the year there is oppor- 
tunity to engage men who are known 
to be'reliable, and where a good hand 
is needed and can bo found, it is advis- 
able to hire now for the busy months. 
I find the best hands, who make a busi- 
ness of working out by tho day or 
month, usually 
make 
engagements 


early for the summer season, and usual- 
ly the best farmers hire them. 


The hiring of entire strangers brings 


risk in many ways, and while it can not 
be avoided at all times, it is wise to make 
careful selection when possible. A few 
dollars on.wages per month should not 
prove a barrier when the man is known 
to be faithful and a good worker. It is 
usually poor policy to "beat a hand 
down" on his wages; for when a man 
hires for lower wages than he thinks he 
should have, there is a constant dissat- 
isfied feeling entertained by him which 
has effects detrimental to the interests 
of the employer. In hiring strangers, 
or men of questionable honesty, it is 
well to make an engagement with the 
wages corresponding to the season. 
Thus, in hiring for the season, let the 
wages paid be much higher during hay- 
iug and harvest than, at other times, 
which will often prevent the disappoint^' 
men I, and provocation, • resulting from 
the man breaking his engagement at a 
time when most needed.—Thu Cultir 
vaior. 


One Acre More of Corn. 


During the war, when labor was 


scarce and the consumption large by 
reason of the immense army in the field, 
Horace Grceley appealed to farmers to 
plant "one more.acre of com." 
That 


may seem small, and to each farmer it 
is so, but what would it bo in the ag- 
oTcn-ate? 
There were in the United 


States in 18SO, 4,008,907 farms, embrac- 
in°' 284,771,042 acres of improved land. 
Suppose there should be equal to "one 
aero more" planted in corn to each 
farm, the result would be, at forty bush- 
els to the' acre, 160,000,000 bushels. 
These fi°wes serve to show what farni-1 


- ers are, "by a little extra effort, capable 
of accomplishing. 


This country is great in resources and 


varied in climate, and a few facts from 
the census show that we have not over- 
rated the agricultural interests in their 
relations'to the wealth and industry of 
the nation.

rich merchants and manufacturers, but 
the great wealth, and that which does 
not shift much and is reliable, lies in 
our farms, and these, as we have' al- 
ready said," are the basis of all our in- 
dustries. It is a business, too, that is 
not likely to be overdone, and never 
•had farmers a better prospect ahead or 
n-reater inducements to plant one acre 
more, than this year, IS85.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

The Death ol Thomas K-oHl 


We find in a Beloit paper tbe follow- 


ng particulars of the'killing -of Ihomas 
Inill, at the Thompson plow factory in 
that city, a brief .account of which was 
given in last evening's Gazette. 


The most shocking accident o£ its na- 


ture which, has ever occurred in this city 
happened about eleven o'clock this fore- 
noon, by which Thomas Knill, the engi- 
neer at J. Thompson & Son's plow works 
was instantly killed and his body dis- 
membered in a frightful manner. A re- 
porter visited the plow works a few min- 
utes after the terrible accident occurred 
and the pale faces o£ the workmen and 
others about the works told the reporter 
plainly what he dreaded.to hear, that the 
worst reports were true. 'Stepping into the 
engine room, -which was then swarded by 
City Marshal North, a horrible sight was 
presented. The legless body of the en- 
gineer was hanging iu the engine frame, 
the sbouldera and neck being sqiie.zed 
between the cross-head and cylinder, 
while on one side of the engine lay one 
lee and tbe other was back of the en- 
gine, under the main driving belt, and 
the victim's intestines had been earned 
bv the belt into the room adjoining the 
engine room. The body was entirely di- 
vested ot clothing. 
A coffin box was 


procured, and tho mangled remains were 
gathered up and taken to Houston's un- 
dertaking rooms and prepared tor burial. 


There was one eye witness to tho mis- 


hap a yonng man named James Bokarby, 
an employe, who was in the engine room. 
He says Kni)l was upon tho pillow block 
throwing resin on the drive belt, and 
jumped from the block to the floor, a 
distance of about two and a half feet, and 
as he did so he fell against the big fly 
wheel, and in an instant was cut in pieces. 
Bokarty rushed out ot the room and told 
what bad happened. But the instant the 
man was killed u panic ensued in the 
shop, and a general stampede (vas made 
by the help, for oneo£ the engineer s legs 
was thrown against the engine governor
